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EXPLAINS AMENDMENTS 
AT SPRING ELECTION 


At the meeting of the leag ue or 
Women Voters, City Attorney D. ll. 
Fullerton gave an explanation of the 
amendments to he passed on by the 
voters this spring: 
“I have been requested, and it is 
my desire, to give a general explana­ 
tion of the questions to be voted on 
at the spring election to be held on 
April 5th, 1821. 
First I should like to discuss the 
proposed charter amendments anti in­ 
dicate the results intended to be se­ 
cured by these amendments. 
There 
are three amendments to be submit­ 
ted. 
The first is an amendment to 
the portion of the 
charter 
entitled 
‘Finances’ and is intended to cause 
all interest collected on special as­ 
sessments to be used for the pay­ 
ment of interest on the bonds for 
such improvements rather than being 
placed so that the same is used In 
the same manner as the moneys re­ 
ceived from the sales of the bonds. 
In order to make this statement more 
clearly understood, we should consid­ 
er the way in which the matter is 
handled at present. 
For illustration, 
we will take the paving of Kingwood 
street from 8th street to the ‘fill.’ The 
present charter provides 
that 
the 
abutting property owner shall be as­ 
sessed for an amount equal to 1-3 of 
the cost of the paving to the center 
of 
the 
street 
Thus, 
the 
abutting 
property owners on both sides of the 
street would pay 2-3 of the cost of 
such paving and the city pay the- re­ 
maining 1-3 and also for street in­ 
tersections. 
In order to make such 
improvements, it is necessary for the 
city to sell bonds which bonds are 
termed Permanent Improvement Re­ 
volving Fund Bonds and Permanent 
Improvement Fund Bonds. 
The Revolving Fund Bonds are the 
bonds which represent the abutting 
properties' share of the improvement, 
while the Improvement Bonds repre­ 
sent the city’s share. 
In order to re­ 
tire these bonds the city assesses the 
abutting property owner and, if lie 
does not pay the amount of his as­ 
sessment immediately after the im­ 
provement is made, he is required to 
pay six pj*r cent interest on such as­ 
sessment. 
By reason of another por­ 
tion of the charter, viz: 
The Interest 
Fund, the council is required to levy 
a general tax Buffle ient to care for all 
Interest on all 
outstanding 
bonds, 
which would include the Revolving 
Fund Bonds. 
Since these bonds car­ 
ry five jier cent interest.„tfoe c ity levr 
ies-a tax which will net them the* live 
per cent, and they also receive six 
per cent from the abutting property 
owner, making a total of eleven per 
cent actually paid on the property 
owner's share of the improvement. 
The purpose of th** first amendment 
to be submitted at this election is to 
direct this six per cent interest paid 
by the abutting property owners into 
the Interest Fund so that it will not lie 
necessary for the c ity to levy a dupli­ 
cate tax to cover the interest on the 
bonds. 
In other words, it Is hoped 
to eliminate all taxes used for the 
payment of interest 
on 
•Revolving 
Fund Bonds. 
I have never heard anyone object 
to this change and I believe that all 
who have considered the question are 
in favor of this amendment urn! be­ 
lieve that the present charter is faul 
ty in causing this duplicate levy. 
The next amendment is one dealing 
with the question of assessment of 
railroad properties. 
As you will re­ 
call at the November general election 
there was a question ^submitted and 
passed which provided for the assess­ 
ing of railway properties. 
Our char 
ter provides at the present time that 
railway properties shall not be as 
sensed 
The purpose of the amend­ 
ment is to strike from our charter 
this reference to assessing railway 
property and leave the same to be 
governed wholly by the state law 
which is to our advantage in this case 
At the time this was inserted in the 
charter, railway properties were not 
assessable and the charter was in 
harmony at that time. 
The law be­ 
ing now changed, our charter should 
be in accordance with the state law 
and permit us to get the advantages 
granted by state law. 
An illustration 
of the application of this law would 
be in case of the paving of 6th street 
croaking between Front street and 
the tracks. 
Under the present char­ 
ter, the railroad company would not 
be required to pay for the paving of 
the lame, while under the amended 
charter we could expect the same to 
be paved by the railway company. 
Thia amendment, like the first one, 
I believe la without objection and I 
believe it is the recommendation of 
beth the council and the charter com­ 
mission 
that 
such 
amendment 
he 
pasted 
The third amendment to be submit­ 
ted is one dealing with the liability of 
•'’the city In damage cases. This amend­ 
ment provides that the city shall be 
absolutely exempt from liability by 


reason of defectrve streets ani side­ 
walks unless actual notice in writing 
j of such defe* t is filed with the city 
clerk within at least ten days befire 
the occurrence of such injury or dam­ 
age. 
Under the present charter the 
only notice given to the city id the 
notice of the injury which must be 
given the city within thirty days after 
the occurrence 
of 
the 
same. 
This 
amendment does not do awitv with 
that requirement but adds another 
one by w hich the city requires notice 
of the defect before its liability for 
the injury. 
It is not necessary that 
the person injured be the one who 
has given notice of the defect end 
one may seek recovery for damages 
if anyone has given the required en­ 
tire. 
The real purpose of this amend- 
ment is to eliminate damage suits na 
much as possible. 
This amendment 
goes as far as it is possib'e for the 
city to go I believe in eliminating 
damage suits. 
In fact, if this san e 
section had not been passed upon bv 
our Supreme Court in the cise of 
Schlgley vs City of Waseca, 106 Minn. 
04.1 would have doubted its legality. 
I must also state that there seems 
to he some division of opinion both 
in the council and charter commission 
as to the merits of this amendment 
and for that reason I do not wish to 
he understood to say that this amend­ 
ment has been unanimously endorsed. 
The attitude of both bodies on the 
question is ilia tthp matter is one of 
policy and that it is one which the 
voters should have the right to pass 
upon even though both council and 
charter commission should object to 
the same. 
Neither body has called 
for a vote on the merits of the amend­ 
ment but in both bodies there bas 
been considerable debate. 
Tints** in 
favor of the amendment give as rea­ 
sons for this position that the city is 
often made liable where there should 
he no liability, because the city is a 
•orporation and does not receive the 
same consideration as an individual 
would receive. 
The second reason is 
that there is no goes! reason why the 
ity should In* made the “illogical ex- 
eptlon" in th** rule thut neither the 
federal government nor any branch 
of federal or state government is lia­ 
ble for the negligence 
of 
the 
em 
ployees. 
At the present time, if a 
damage occurred at this end of the 
bridge just beyond the dam, the cliv 
might he liable. If u like defec t whic h 
caused such Injury should he at the 
other encl of the bridge and be within 
the jurisdiction of the county, the 
county would not be liable. 
The city 
is the only brunch of government tinct 


h liable for suc h injuries and some 
believe that then- is inc reason for 
this exception. 
Those who oppose the 
amendment believe that it would he 
unjust to refuse aid to one Injured 
through the neglfgence of the city, 
that if should he held to the same 
degree of care as a private concern, 
that it would be an injustice toward 
stranger or one not familiar with 
defec ts in certain streets or sidewalks 
to require notice prior to the injury, 
and that the burden 
of 
inspection 
would I*** thus transferred from the 
city council to the public at large 
and would result in poorer adminis­ 
tration. 
All of these questions might 
Ice well debated, and since there is a 
difference of opinion in the matter I 
will pass this 
amendment 
without 
further comment. 
There is one other matter which 
will probably he brought to the atten­ 
tion of the voters and that is the 
creation as to whether or not the city 
should expend considerable money on 
a preliminary survey of the sewerage 
system for the purpose of construct­ 
ing u main sewer in the ravine be­ 
tween Fast Brainerd and the North 
Side. 
The actual construction 
will 
require the exjcenditure of a large 
sum of money, probably $60,000.00 or 
more and, unless the voters show un 
inclination at this time to later ex­ 
pend such sums as may he necessary, 
the council would not feel justified 
in having the preliminary work done. 
The question of the bond issue can­ 
not he submitted until the prelimin­ 
ary survey has been made for the rea­ 
son that the amount of bonds to be

He has studied that situ­ 
ation, and he Is willing to extend 
his credit and to go the whole 
length of the road, but he must 
have behind him the support of the 
business community sod, even more 
thnn that, the support of his Gov­ 
ernment, because It Ie very certain 
that American goods will not con­ 
tinue to go around the world tiniest 
they are followed by the protection 
of the American flag.
